A  sjiecial  meeting  of  the  School  Trus 
tees  was  held  on  Friday,  July  31st  to  act 
upon  the  rejiort  of  the  Buililing  Commit 
tee  who  have  in  charge  the  alteration  of 
the  Centre  Buililing.  After  discussion 
the  Committee  were  ilireeted  to  make  the 
following  jjtfianges. 

1.  To  repiove  the  pumps  in  the  liase

2. *Eularge  the  classrooms  upon  the 
west  side  of  the  building  by  removing 
the  partitions' about  live  feet;  also  pro 
ride  closets.

Readers  of  Bloomfield's  earlier  papers, 
the  Gazette  and  Rocord,  will  not  forget 
the  advertisements  of  the  Aoomfield 
Flouring  Alills  appearing  in  them,  with 
the  allurements  held  out  to  purchase  Pot-

easy.  These  mills  were  then  in  their 

heyday  of  prosperity  under  the  manage 
rnent  of  Air.  J.  W.  Potter  and  his  son 
Samuel  J.  Potter.  Grain  was  brought 
by  canal  direct  to  the  mill,  quantities  of 
feed,  meal,  and  other  products  sliipjxxl 
to  the  cities  by  rail  or  delivered  to  cus¬ 
tomers  in  the  neighboring  towns.  Rail 
way  changes,  however,  revolutionized  this 
trade.  An  effort  to  meet  competition  by 
the  introduction  of  macliineiy  to  make 
New  Process  Flour  proved  unprofitable, 
and  in  1881  the  works  were  sold  to  the 
present  company.  Immediately  the  ma¬ 
chinery  was  removed,  and  the  erection  of 
a  large  stone  addition  begun.  Heavy 
maeftinery  was  introduced  the  following 
Spring  by  which  the  various  processes  of 
vvashihg,  rolling,  and  moulding  of  the 
rubber  are  jHirfected.  As  many  of  these 
methods  are  secret,  visitors  are  not  ad¬ 
mitted  without  a  special  permit  from  the 
proprietors.  The  specialty  of  the  com¬ 
pany  is  the  manufacture  of  rul  ilier -rolls 
for- wringers. 

Among  the  early  difficulties  experienced 
in  this  manufacture  was  the  firm  attach¬ 
ment  of  the  rubber  to  the  iron  axle. 
These  difficulties  were  finally  overcome  by 
this  company,  and  for  a  time  the  making 
of  rolls  was  extremely  profitable.  G>m- 
petitii  >n,  however;  soon  reduced  the  prices 
so  much  as  to  severely  depress  the  trade. 
The  former  works  of  this  company  were 
at  Bloomingdale,  where  an  extensive 
manufacture  was  carried  on  upon  leased 
property.  The  present  works  are  owned 
by  the  company,  and  the  fine  water¬ 
power  at  the  head  of  the  inclined  plane  in 
the  Monis  Neighborhood  is  ample  for  the 
work  done.  Steam  is  however  employed 
in  heating  the  rubber  dining  the  process 
of  manufacturing.  The  capacity  of  the 
works  is  about  1,500 -rolls  per  day.  At 
present,  however,  only  about  300  rolls 
per  day  are  made,  and  25  hands  employed. 

Various  other  rubber  articles  are  made, 
together  with  the  axles  for  the  rolls,  anil 
the  boxes  in  whielpjthey  are  packed.  Mr. 
John  Greacen,  Jr.,  the  Superintendent, 
occupies  the  former  residence  of  Air.  J.  W. 
Potter.  His  sons,  Stanley  and  Edward, 
occupying  prominent  jiositions  in  the 
company,  look  after  rte  business  interests 
in  New  York.
